WASHINGTON, Feb. 24—American troops will. cross the 
border line into Mexico whenever it shall become necessary to stop 


fring into American territory.

situation there. 


In the event of an atack of revolutionists on the Mexican city 
of Juarez, the Washington government determined that thers 
‘should be no repetition of the incidents of the Madero revolution, 
when a number of Americans in El Paso and in Douglas, Ariz., 
were killed by flying bullets from the opposing forces across the 


border. 

In case of fighting across the border 
Aine in the future, the American com- 
manders have been instructed by the 
War Department to send the usual no- 
tice that American lives and property 
shall not be endangered. 

If this is not heeded and a zone of 
safety respected, the American troops 
are directed to not hesitate to go into 
Mexican territory to enforce a proper 
/ degree of protection for American citi- 
“gens. The policy is the most drastic yet 
adopted with reference to events in 
Mexico. 

The War Department order for an ad- 
ditional regiment of infanttfy and a bat- 
talion of field artillery to reinforce the 
border patrol and to prevent injury to 
Americans followed alarming reports 
from that quarter today. 

The Twenty-third infantry and bat- 
terles A, B and C of the Third Field 
Artillery will make up the reinforce- 
ments and will be sent to El Paso from 
San Antonio. 

Conference at White House, 

The decision to send additional troops 
to the troubled zone followed a White 
House conference today, participated in 
by President Taft, Secretary of War 
Stimson and Acting Secretary of State 
Huntington Wilson. 

The White House conferees, it was 
Said, discussed the advisability of an- 
other large mobilization of troops along 
the entire Mexican frontier, to be pre- 
pared to act in any emergency. 

Telegrams were sent today to army 
posts throughout the country ordering 
the commandants of the various garri- 
sons to have their troops ready and sup- 
plies packed for immediate entraining. 
The messages were prepared more than 
‘8 month ago. 

Much activity was displayed at both 
the State and War departments today. 
At the State Department Acting Secre- 
tary Wilson, following his visit to the 
White House, was locked in his office 
With officials of the division having 
Supervision over foreign affairs relat- 
ing to Mexico,

State Department officials were in 
Considerable doubt as to Gen. Orozco’'s 
Status.

“The speech in which the President 
made reference to popular government 
was delivered at the banquet of the 
State Bar Association in New York on 
the night of Jan. 20.

“Popular government we all believe 
in. There are those of us who do not 
believe that all people are fitted for pop- 
ular government. The fact is, we know 
they are not. Some of us dare not say 
so but I do; and the question whether a 
people is fitted for popular self-govern- 
ment so as to make that government 
best for the people is determined by the 
ability of the majority of that people to 
place on itself the restraint by whieh 
the minority shall receive justice from 
the majority.

Mrs. Maroney agrees to live separate 
and apart from Maroney for the re- 
mainder of her natural life and pledges 
ierself not to institute legal proceed- 
ings to enforce any right or clafm aris- 
ng out of their marriage. She also 
promises not in any way to interfere 
with her husband’s full freedom of ac- 
tion during -his natural life. 

The full text of the agreement is as 
follows:

Declares He Has Witnesses to 
Prove 400 Votes Bought in 
One Town. 





Willard Saulsbury, Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman of Delaware, who 
filed the charge in the United States 
Senate that Senator du Pont had fur- 
nished money used to corrupt the voters 
of Delaware, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at the Planters Hotel Saturday 
that he was delighted to know that Sen- 
ator Reed of Missouri would move Mon- 
day for an inquiry into Du Pont’s fitness 
to hold his séat. 

Saulsbury filed charges against Cor- 
nelius P. Swain, recommended for Unit- 
ed States Marshal for Delaware by Sen- 
ator du Pont. The testimony before a 
subcommittee of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee of the Senate, which conducted the 
investigation, tended to show that 
Swain had disbursed considerable sums 
of money for the purchase of votes in 
the election of 1904, at which the Leg- 
islature was chosen which elected Du 
Pont to the Senate. 


Filed Charges as Lawyer. 

“T filed the charges against Swain as a 
member of the Delaware. bar,’ said 
Saulsbury to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“IT did so on the ground that his record 
was such that he was not a fit man to 
be around the courts in ‘an official ca- 
pacity. 

“I went to Washington and presented 
my evidence to the Senate Committee. I 
conducted the examination of the wit- 
nesses. The testimony showed that $28,- 
000 was spent by the Republicans to pur- 
chase votes in Sussex County, and that 
$4000 of this money was disbursed by 
Swain. 

“The money was raised in the offices 
of the Du Ponts the Saturday before 
the election of 1904. In their haste to 
raise the money they had to take a 
great deal of it in gold. One of the 
workers took $4000 to Bridgeville, and 
then took it to Philddelphia, where he 
had it changed into bills of $1, $2, $ 
and $10. This money was then used to 
buy votes. The work was done openly 
and systematically. 


Witnesses Say 400 Votes Bought. 
‘We had witnesses to prove that be- 


tween °350 and 400 votes were purchased 
in Bridgeville. 

“While this money was used in the 
1904 campaign, it is also known that) 
large sums of money were used to carry 
the State for the Republicans in 1910. 

“Senator Reed has shown a great deal 
of interest in the inquiry into Du 
Pont’s campaign methods. I had not 
known that he intended to ask for an 
investigation but I am glad to hear 
that he has determined to do so. A full 
investigation of Du Pont’s methods 
likely would produce startling results.”’

On the plea she abandoned a care- 
free life and companionship of her 
parents and two sisters to be with 
her uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mfrs. 
Davil J. Signaigo, Miss Edna Amrein 
of 1362 Burd avenue, in an answer filed 
in Circuit Judge Homer's court, asserts 
she should be adjudged the only legal 


their entire estate, worth $100,000. To 
this end Miss Amrein asks the court 
to declare her to have been legally 
adopted by the Signaigos. 

David Signaigo, who was in the com- 
mission business in St. Louis, died sud- 
denly at New Orleans Oct. 30, 190%, 
three months after the death of his 
wife. In his will he left his entire es- 
tate to his wife, they being without 
children. Mrs. Signaigo had not made 
a will and relatives of the husband, as 
legal beneficiaries, filed suit to partition 
the estate and divide the property 
among them. Judge Homer issued the 
aecree of - partition and appointed 
Leighton Shields special commissioner 
to sell the realty. 

Niece’s Claim Filed. 

A few days before the time of the 
proposed sale Miss Amrein, through her 
counsel, McDonald & Taylor, asked that 
she be included as a party to the suit 
as one of the heirs. Judge Homer set 
aside the order of sale and permitted 
Miss Amrein to file an answer as a de- 
fendant. 

The answer recites that Miss Amrein, 
when she was a child, on June 20, 1899, 
was taken by the Signaigos from her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Edmund Amrein, 
for the purpose of adoption. At that 
time, the answer says, she had a com- 
fortable home with her parents and en- 
joyed their love and companionship and 
also that of her two sisters. She was 
permitted to go with the Signaigos, it 
is averred, on condition that they adopt 
her and make her sole heir. According 
to the answer, the girl treated the couple 
the same as if they were her father and 
mother and they treated her as their 
daughter. However, papers of adoption 
were not recorded by the Signaigos, but 
the girl declares she always supposed 
her adoption legally carried out. 


~ Remained Until Death of Uncle. 
Miss Amrein remained at the Signaigo 


home, 5534 Maple avenue, until after the 
death of Signaigo. Then she returned 
to her parents’ home at 1362 Burd ave- 
nue. Her mother and Mrs. Signaigo 
were sisters. 

It is recited in the answer that Miss 
Amrein gave up many times what she 
could hope to gain by going with the 
Signaigos, forsaking the companionship 
of youth to be with the aged couple. 
The fact that she lived with her uncle 
and aunt has handicapped her in earn- 
ing a living for herself, she alleges, on 
the theory that when she went to their 
home she abandoned studies which 
would have fitted her to make her living 
as the child of parents in moderate cir- 
cumstances. Instead, she pursued arts, 
cultivated tastes and sought accomplish- 
ments which, though disqualifying her 
from making a living, were suitable for 
a child of well-to-do parents, she as- 
serts., 

The relatives of the Signaigos are 
resisting the claim of Miss Amrein.

WITH YOUNG SOUL 
WINS ODEON LOVE 


Vladimir de Pachmann, Delight- 
fully Quaint, Interprets Chopin 
Divinely.

FINELY sentimental old gettle- 
A man, with long gravy hair like the 

Abbe Liszt’s, played Chopin so ap- 
pealing!y and so very sweetly at 
Odeon yestefday afternoon that he won 
the love of all his hearers who havent 
permitted the coldly hard life of the 
twentieth century to kill the sentiment 
in their own souls. 

The finely sentimental old gentleman 
was the venerable Rugsian  pianisty 
Viadimir de Pachmann, greatest of 
Chvpin’s living interpreters, anc it was 
a really beautiful experience to see and 
hear him. Being sentimental, he is 
still youthful in heart, as joyous as a 
singing bird, indeed, and ne »ad the 
best of good and friendly times with his 
audience. 

He flirted with this audience, tn fact, 
blithely and mischievously, ail the time 
he was playing Chopin’s tenderly sen- 
timental E minor concerto, which has 
such a pensive strain. at most :10oOments 
and yet ends so happily with its snar- 
klingly vivacious rondo as the closing 
movement. He had lots of comradely 
fun, too, with Mr. Zach and the Sym- 
phony Orchestra men, among whom he 
was the solo figure of the day, in which 
capacity he will again appear at to- 
night’s concert. And he kept all this 
up in the program’s second part, 
well,. when he played a group of five 
lovely little compositions, three Chopin 
and two Liszt scores. 

His playing was truly delightful. The 
house went wild over him, especially 
the women, reaching out across the foot- 
lights, figuratively speaking, to pet the 
dear and sunny-tempered old man in 
the loose-backed coat of antique cut, 
who so surely, yet gently, awoke their 
better emotions with the naive sim- 
plicity of his art. It was really an 
afternoon of such sincere charm that it 
deserves to be marked with a red let- 
ter in the calendars of all who were 
so fortunate as to be within its sphere 
of influence. 

Happily, too, the audience was the 
biggest but one of the entire matinee 
season, being surpassed in numbers only 
by that other afternoon gathering due 
to Mme. Schumann-Heink’s magnetism 
as a drawing card in music. 


Max Zach’s players ably reinforced 
the quaint and lovable old soloist in 
contributing to the house's. pleasure. 
Their most interesting number, it seemed 
to me, was the Rimsky-Korsakow “Ca- 
price on Spanish Themes,” a richly col- 
orful tone painting, now and then bar- 
barically splendid with the Oriental op- 
ulence that comes from the Moorish in- 
fluence in Spain’s native dance music. 

This composition now was heard for 
the first time in St. Louis, as also was 
the Friedrich Klose ‘‘Elfenreigen,’’ it- 
self a most rewardful number, brimming 
over with skilfully audacious uses of 
various instruments; modern, yet not so 
aggressively modern as to deny the 
value of melody, anc very masterfully 
played by the Symphony folk. The pro- 
gram’s opening number, Georg Schu- 
mann’s exquisite “Love’s Springtime’”’ 
cverture, was charmingly given. 

From all of which one may see that 
Viadimar de Pachmann’s temperamental 
sentiment was not in the least out of 
place. It’s a very sentimental program 
when you come to analyze it. And the 
Odeon audience fairly took it to their 
heart of hearts and reveled in its beauty. 

This, too, is as it should be.

Chicago Church Women Enter- 
tain to Show How to Cut 
Cost of Living. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—To show that 
frugal housewives can do battle with 
the apparent high cost of living, Souti 
Side church women gave a dinner last 
night at a cost of 15 cents a plate.

WILSON VS. ROOSEVELT. 

In sharp contrast with Theodore Roosevelt’s 
crazy-quilt combination of mob rule and pluto- 
cratic socialism at Columbus is Woodrow Wil- 
son’s clear exposition of the principles and poli- 
cies of constitutional democracy. 

Col. Roosevelt would abandon the principle of 
freedom, legalize monopoly and place it under 
government direction and control. Instead of 
restraining individuals from wrongdoing by law, 
he would set up a partnership between the Gov- 
ernment and Big Business. 

Gov. Wilson would preserve the principle 
freedom in business, with individual responsibil- 
ity under the law for corporate acts. He would 
restore’ to American citizens the right of free 
voluntary co-operation unshackled by privilege 
or monopoly, but answerable to the law for the 
use of their freedom. Nothing could be plainer 
than his statement of the Democratic view: 

I venture to suggest that what we 
really after is not the restraint of business, 


but the restraint of individuals who are put- 


ting business upon a false and selfish footing.

RUSSIANS PROD UNCLE SAM. 
In denouncing the United States because of the 
; abrogation of the treaty of 1832, the mass meet- 
| ing of 5000 Russians at St. Petersburg were de- 
nouncing the principle of religious tolerance 
“which prompted the abrogation. 
- Fifty members of the Duma and other men of 
official and social prominence participated, but 
“it would be painful to believe that the meeting 
“ Was really representative of the best Russian pub- 
lic opinion. It did show, however, that the idea 
of equality in rights has not been grasped by 
many influential personages in the very circles 
in which it should be grasped earliest; that is, 
in intelligent circles. 

It was in effect an anti-Semetic rather than 
av anti-American demonstration. The American 
attitude was attributed to Jewish coercion. That 
the treaty was abrogated because it was the right 
thing to do, because of the principle that all Amer- 
ica citizens, whatever their faitn, are entitleu 
to the same protection, was not comprehended. 

When men who, because of their position, must 
exert a large influence on the policies of the 
country entertain such archaic sentiments as were 
expressed at this meeting, it shows that Russia 
still has a long way to go before the best social 
and political ideals are realized there.

Where there is monopoly in the one 
there will be tyranny and special privileze in 
the other. 

This is fundamental democracy in opposition to 
half-baked socialism and raw radicalism. The 
conflict between them is the paramount issue 


confronting the American people. 
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Former pupils of a Chicago University pro- 
fessor have united to pay him an annuity. The 
Rockefeller largesse must have suffefed a shrink- 
age from the dissolution of Standard Oil. 
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SHORT BALLOT PROGRESS. 
Municipal government in the United States -is 
antiquated, ineffective and unrepresentative. The 
multiplicity of elected officials and lack. of means 
for making officials responsible ‘to the people or 
for maintaining discipline-and co-ordination are 
largely to blame. The only hope of bringing 
order out of this chaos is the short ballot, by 
which a few officials are chosen by vote and the 
rest appointed, those elected being held respon- 
sible for good government. 

In 175 cities distributed in 34 states the com- 
mission plan and short ballot are in operation. 
Kansas, Texas, Oklahoma and Illinois lead the 
movement. Missouri is notably missing there 
from. Yet nowhere in the United States is the 
need of reform in this respect more pressing than 
in Missouri. 

The long ballot, with its bewildering array of 
names to be voted for, prevents the voter making 
choice as to fitness. Recently in Massachusetts. 
because one voter wrote the name James O’Con- 
nell on his primary ballot, 735 votes were cast 
for an imaginary candidate at the election. 

The short ballot increases the responsibility of 
elected officials, facilitates the choice of capable 
candidates by the voter, makes election frauds 
more difficult and dangerous, and increases the 
efficiency of administration. Missouri should 
get in line with her neighbor states and under- 
take ballot reform without delay. 
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It’s a pretty slim day when the bunco steerers 
who frequent the neighborhood of Union Station 
can’t land at least one victim. 
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AN EMPTY HAT. 
“My hat is in the ring,” said Col, Roosevelt 
after his Columbus outburst.

BRINGING THE DEAD TO LIFE. 
A little girl, scarce three years old, lay for 
three days supposedly dead in her home in Min- 
nesota, a victim of drowning. Just as her coffin 
wa. about to be lowered into the grave, fortunate 
discovery of moisture on the inside of the glass 
caused investigation. She was found alive, re- 
suscitated, and will recover. 
Within a few weeks, several persons believed 
to be dead from asphyxiation in Chicago have 
been brought back to life by a machine called 
the pulmotor, which artificially causes the lungs 
to resume their duty and revitalize the blood, re- 
storing heart action. These instances show the 
tenacity with which the human body, in cases 
where no organic defect exists, clings to life. 
If a little three-year-old child’s spark of life 
is strong enough to survive three days of un- 
consciousness after drowning, for how long would 
the average adult's body be capable of restora- 
tion to life, where drowning had caused suspended 
animation ? 
When the excursion steamer General Slocum 
was burned in New York harbor, more than 1000 
persona were drowned, Hundreds and hundreds 
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of bodies were recovered within a few hours. 
They had not been crushed or burned or maimed ; 
they were sound, average human bodies, and 
death was due to asphyxiation by drowning. It 
is terrible to contemplate the possibility that 
most, if not all, of these unfortunates might have 
been brought back from the dead by prompt ap- 
plication of mechanical means to restore the 
breath of life. 

Surely a system, or a machine, that possesses 
such tremendous possibilties. for humanity 
should engross the attention of physicians and 
humanitarians. Its virtues should be established 
immediately, If a tithe of what is claimed for 
it be true, every hospital and police’station, every 
fire company and every doctor’s office should 
possess one. Every excursion boat should be 
thus equipped. No school, church or theater 
should neglect such a simple, humane precaution.

The Cu- 
bans wired to several authorities in the 
States, asking Billy Evans and Hank O’Day, 
among others. O’Day. a great student of 
the rules, decided as follows: 

‘‘The run certainly counts. When a bat- 
ter is given his base on balls he is entitled 
to first base without IHability to be put out. 
No play can possibly be made on him until 
he reaches first base. It is not at all the 
same as when a batter hits the ball and 
then failg to touch first base. In that case 
he is required to reach first before the ball 
is sent there. and if he omits to touch the 
bag, he can be put out, If he makes the 
third out, no run can score on the play. 
But when the batter gets a base on balls the 
case is entirely different. He is then en- 
titled to go to first base without interfer- 
ence and no play can be made on him until 
after he has touched the bag. In this Cuban 
play there is no doubt at all that the run 
from third must count. As to the batter, 
I should say that he ought to be sent back 
to fiyst base without being called out. That 
is what I would do with him if I were um- 
biring and such a play came up.’’
